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is affirmed in that Letter about the time and pUce of the ConcepUn of that 
Transfufing defign ; and intimated to the Curious, that how long focver 
that Experiment may have been conceived in other parts (which is need- 
Iefs to conteft) it is notorious, that it had its birth firft ofall in Ewland; 
fome Ingenious perfons of the Royal Society having firft ftarted it there 
fcvcral years ago, (as appears by their journal) and that dextrous Ana- 
tomtftj !.\ Lower, reduced it into practice , both by contriving a method 
for the Operation, and by fucceisfully executing the fame : wherein he 
was foon overtaken by fcvcral happy Trials of the skilful hand of D. Ed- 
mund King, and others, encouraged thereunto by the faid Society ; which 
being notified to the world Numb. i5>.and 20. ofthefe Tranfattions, Print- 
Novem. 19. and Decemh. 17 a 666 ; the Experiment was, foon after that 
time, heard of to hive been tried in forein parts, without hearing any 
thing then of its having been conceived ten years ago. 

An account of fome Experiments of injecting Liquors into the Veins of Ani- 
mals, lately made in Italy by Signior Fracaffati Prefeffor of Anatomy as 
Pifa. 

1 . Having infufed into the Jugular and Cmral Vein of a Dcg fome AqtiA 
fort is diluted, the Animal died prefently ; and being opened, all the blond 
in the Vcffcls was fixed, but that in the guts not fo well. It was alfo ob- 
served, that the great vcffcls were burft , perhaps by an effort of Nature ? 
even as in the greateft part of thofe that die of an Apoplexy, the vettek of 
the Lungs are found broken. Upon which Experiment the Author maiccth 
thefc Reflections : Firft, That an Apoplexy being often caufedbya like 
Coagulation of the bloud (as hath been obferved by the opening, made of 
fun dry perfons, who- died of that diftemper) it might be cured by atime- 
ly infufing fome Dijfolvent into the veins. Secondly, That it is likc]y 3 
that that ufeful fccret,by which Monficur de Bills diffefted Animals with- 
out any effufion of bloud, confifts in fome fuch Infufion. 

2. There was afterwards infufed into another Dog fome Spirit of Vi- 
triol, which had not fo prefent an effect for the Animal complained a 
great whiis, and foam'd lkc Epilepihk's, and had its refpiration very 
thick ; and obferving the beating of his breaft, one might eafily judge, 
the Dog fuffered much : who dying at laft, his bloud was found fixed 
in thtrveins,and grumous,refembling foot. 

y Then there was injedted into a Dog fome Oyl of Sulphur: But he 
died not of it, though this Infufion was federal rimes tried upon him. And 
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the wound being clofed, and the Dog let go, lie went into all the cornets 
of the Room fcarching for meat, and having found fomc bones, he. fell, 
a gnawing of them, with a ftrange avidity, as if this Liquor had caufed 
in him a great appetite. 

4. Another Dog, 'into whofe veins fome 0)1 ef Tartar was injected, 
did not efcape fo well: For he complained much, and was altogether 
fwoln, and then died. Being opened,the Spectators were furprifed to find 
his bloud not curdled, but on the contrary more thin and florid than or 
dinary ; which feems to hint, that a too great fluidity of the bloud, as 
well as its Coagulation, may caufe death. 

An Account of fome Difcoveries .concerning tbi Brain, and the Tongue, 
made by Signier Malpighi, Pr oft fir cfpbyjick in Sicily. 

1 . He pretends to have difcovercd, that the Exterior and foftcr part of 
the Brain, doth not cover only the Corpus callofum^ as hath been believed 
hitherto, but is alfo infer ted into it in many places. He hath alfoobferved, 
That the Cerptu callofum is nothing but a Contexture of (m\\\- Fibres, 
ifluing from the MedstlU Spindis, and terminating m the laid Exterior 
part of the Brain. And thefe Fibres , he faith, are lb manifeft in the Ven- 
tricles otFifbes brains, that when they are looked through they reprefent 
the figure of an Ivory Comb. 

2.TheM/f, which he afcribes to the Brain, is much different, he faith, 
from what hath been ailigned to it hitherto. He pretends, that as half, or 
at leaft, a third of the bloud of an Animal is conveighed into the Brain, 
where yet it cannot be confumed, the fined Serum oi this bloud is filtrated 
through the extcriour part, and then cutting into the Fibres of the brain, 
is thence conveighed into the, Nerves : which he affirms to be the reafon, 
that, the Head is fo often found full of water; when the Brain hath received 
a wound, or an alteration by fome diftemper. 

3 . He hath taken a particular care of examining the optsqtte Nerve in 
divers Animals, it being one of the moft admirable productions in the 
Brain. Having therefore among Other Fifb.es diffe&ed the head of a Xi- 
phias or Sword fiJh, who hath a very big eye, he hath not bbferved any 
confiderable cavity in the Optique Nerve, nor any Nervous Fibres .5 but 
found, that the middle of this Nerve is nothing elfe,but a large Membrane 
folded according to its length in many doubles almoft. like a JFV», and. inve- 
rted by the Dura Mater. Ettfiachia a famous Anatomift,had written fome- 
thing of this before, but obfeurely, and without mentioning the Animal, 
wherein he had made this obfervation. Ccc 2 4. The
